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Task force tours 
converted schools 


The Wilmington Building Re- 
Use Committee has inspected 
buildings in four towns as a part 


of its current study. Last 
Saturday a group visited 
Chelmsford, Arlington, Weston 


and Wayland. 

The committee met the 
previous Thursday to review the 
characteristics, zoning, etc. of old 
school buildings that might be put 
to new use in Wilmington. Ver- 
niece Hensey of Andover Street is 
the chairman. 

Mrs. Hensey was unable to visit 
the other towns Saturday, as were 
other members. Present on the 
Saturday trip were Arnold Blake, 
Selectman Dan Ballou, Carol 
Hamilton, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski and Peter Sanborn 
and Dusty Rodes, consultants 
from the firm of Community 
Opportunities of Boston. The firm 
is engaged in consultive reuse of 
municipal buildings. 

The former Chelmsford High 

School building was visited. It 
now houses all town offices except 
police, fire, highway and school 
department. 
There is 40,000 square feet. 
There are meeting rooms for 
selectmen, finance committee 
and planning board. The former 
gymnasium is being used by the 
recreation department and 
another room is to be converted 
into a cable TV studio. 

The project cost was $900,000, of 
which $600,000 was funded by the 
US Government, Economic 
Development Administration as 
an energy grant 

The former.Cutter School in 
Arlington has become com- 
dominiums. It is in the hands of a 
private developer who is 
renovating it. Planned are 35 
condominium units, ranging in 
price from $85,000 to $115,000. 

The building originally had 15 
classrooms and had 35,000 square 
feet. Two condominiums will each 


occupy 1400 to 1500 square feet 

An hour was spent at the 
Cochituate School apartments in 
Wayland. There are now 57 
apartments in the former three 
story school building. Fifty-two of 
the apartments are for the elderly 
and five are for handicapped 
persons. Mostly they are one 
bedroom apartments, but a few 
have two bedrooms. 

There is also an administrative 
office for the Wayland Housing 
Authority and adjacent to the 
building are baseball diamonds 
and basketball courts. The 
building was re-opened in May, 
1982. 

The task force drove by the 
Wayland Town Hall, but did not 
enter, It was formerly a Junior 
High School. It now contains town 
administrative offices, school 
administrative offices, a senior 
citizen center, and a gymnasium 
for the recreation department. 

The task force also drove by, 
but did not enter the former 
Brown School in Weston, which 
has been converted to elderly 
housing. 

The final step of the tour was 
the former Loker School in 
Wayland. It is now the offices of 
Arts Wayland, a non-profit 
community organization. The 
organization sponsors arts, in 
Wayland, and in other nearby 
communities. 

There are 20 classrooms plus a 
gymnasium, a library and an 
auditorium. Arts Wayland acts as 
a rental agent for the town. 

Most of the classrooms are 
shared by two artists -who share 
the rent payments. Some are 
occupied by one artist alone. 
Other parts of the building are 
rented to such organizations as 
Montosori School, a day care 
center and a gymnastics club. 
The auditorium is being used by 
groups for concerts, poetry 
readings, plays and recitals.

Board of Appeals 


has busy 


Chairman Bruce MacDonald 
said nothing about it. He could 
have cussed out the government 
on September 28 because there 
had been an election on Sep- 
tember 14. The state zoning law 
prevents any public hearings of 
the type held by the Board of 
Appeals at such a time. 

The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals schedules hearings for 
the second and fourth Tuesdays of 
the month. Those on the second 
Tuesday had to be postponed, and 
on September 28 the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals heard 11 cases, 
starting at 7 p.m. and not ending 
until after 9:30. 

Appellants, proponents and 
opponents stood around in droves. 
There were no seats for them, in 
the old Whitefield School. The 
cases were heard, one after 
another in rapid order. 

Seven appeals were granted 
after the hearing. On four there 
will be decisions after input is 
received from the Wilmington 
Planning Board. 

Michael A. Howland of Woburn 
was granted a variance for 
parking regulations on an in- 
dustrial building. The attorney 
was Joseph F. Courtney. 

Gerald Vinal of Magazine 
Street was granted a variance for 
a swimming pool within required 
reserve yards at his home. The 
board cut the distance to the 
boundary down to 10 feet. 

Robert and Leida Paquin won a 
variance for their property at 9 
Shady Lane Drive, to construct an 
“addition to their home within the 
reserve side yard. 

John A. Romano of Nichols 
Street may build a carport beside 
his home, the board decided. He 
has a temporary one which is 14 
feet from the side line. He was 
granted a variance with seven 
feet less. 

George Veloza of 44 Cottage St. 
was granted a variance to put in a 
swimming pool in the side yard of 
his home. Veloza, who lives near 
Silver Lake, told the board he 
does not want his children 
swimming in the lake because of 
the bacteria there. He has owned 
the property, he said, for 12 years. 

The surprise of the evening was 
a hearing over a lot of land at the 
corner of Eames Street and 
Woburn Street. It is owned by 
Donald Sullivan who has had 
previous attempts at appeals 
from the zoning bylaw. 

Mr. Sullivan appeared with 
Edwin J. Townsend of 430 Mid- 
diesex Ave. Townsend was to 
build a garage to store six trucks 
which are equipped for industrial 
welding. 

The neighbors were all in favor. 
They thought it was a nice idea 
The board made Townsend put 
the entrance on Woburn Street. 
Everybody was all smiles as the 
plea was granted. 

Frank Barcellos of Ballardvale 
Street has four acres of land near 
Andover. He wants the right to 
put up two radio towers, 50 feet 
high for amateur radio. Bill 
Hooper, representing the. 
Wilmington Planning Board, 
greeted Barcellos with his own 
radio call. Hooper is also a radio 
amateur. 

Hooper presented Barcellos 
with the radio tower 
requirements he has had set up, 
based on the Andover bylaws.

more than he asked for. 

John and Gladys Gentis of 
Wisser Street were granted 
permission to split their lot into 
two. One lot will face onto Taplin 
Avenue, on a street not on the 
official map, It was granted. The 
couple will have to have Taplin 
Avenue constructed according to 
the Wilmington standard of 
paving. 

The big argument of the 
evening was an appeal by 
Sherwood Oil Company to store 
1,000 gallons of propane gas on 
their property, at the corner of 
Kiernan Avenue and Lowell 
Street. 

The property was for many 
years the Blaisdell Oil Company. 
It is zoned for general business 
and has permits to store 20,000 
gallons of number two fuel oil and 
20,000 gallons of kerosene. 

The storage of propane was no 
more dangerous, the board was 
told. The storage would be in a 
special cylinder, with special 
safety valves. It would be less 
dangerous than would the 
gasoline sold on Lowell Street. 

Sherwood told the board they 
were transferring their main 
office to Wilmington and were 
engaged in substantial im- 
provements at this time. The sale 
of the propane gas would be 
allowed under a special permit in 
zoning bylaw section VI-1-D (non 
conforming uses) 

There were many arguments 
against by neighbors, led by 
Larry Danielle, Some brought up 
the recent explosion in 
Burlington. Others talked of the 
explosion in Tewksbury several 
years ago. 

The appeals board decided that 
they should get a report from the 
planning board. 

The planning board spent 
several hours arguing, late 
Tuesday night and then voted two 
to one against the special permit 

Arnold Blake said there was 
nothing in there “in any way’ 
that he considered to be a special 
hazard. He pointed out that many 
homes in Wilmington have 
propane gas tanks in back of the 
house. 

Tony Gentile and Bill Hooper 
sought a denial after a long 
discussion. They voted to invoke 
VI-1-D-b, and also to invoke VIII- 
4-C-2 of the zoning bylaw. The last 
section is one that says that the 
use “will not adversely affect the 
neighborhood.” 

Another case which was also 
referred to the planning board 
involved an appeal by Peter 
Pellerin of Shawsheen Avenue. 
Pellerin was trying to change the 
address of a house on a lot bet- 
ween Burlington Avenue and 
Cleveland Avenue. 

The entrance to the lot, by car is 
from Burlington Avenue. The 
house faces Cleveland Avenue 
which is not on the official map, 
for that part of the street. 

The board of appeals requested 
an opinion by the planning board.

More than half a century has 
passed since all involved had met 
and talked. It was a meeting of 
the Class of 1928, Wilmington 
High School, held September 15 in 
a Wakefield restaurant. There 
were others present, husbands 
and wives, some of whom had 
attended Wilmington High School 
during the 1920s 

Bernice Dame Reeve, now a 
resident of Canada, was the lady 
who had arranged the luncheon. 
Her brother Forrest is still living 
in Wilmington, a well known auto 
mechanic. With Bernice were her 
two sisters, Ida Kendrup of 
Everett and Marjorie Walsh of 
Wakefield, 

There was Clarence Putnam, 
not of the Class of 1928, but of the 
Class of 1927. His wife is Kathleen 
Casey of the Class of 1928, and he 
was in fact accompanying her. A 
few words about Clarence are not 
out of place in a story of the days 
of the classes of over 50 years ago. 

Clarence, in 1925, bought a 
second hand Chrysler roadster. It 
was low and sporty and Clarence 
was the envy of every youngster 
in Wilmington High School (now 
the Swain School), Clarence was 
also, it may be said, probably the 
first person in Wilmington to own 
a Chrysler. Many families of that 
time considered themselves lucky 
to own a second hand Model T 
Ford. 

Clarence went to work as a 


A ribbon cutting ceremony was held on Tuesday for the 
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clerk for the Boston & Maine 
Railroad after he graduated. On 
Sept. 15 he told the writer part of 
the series of events that led 
eventually to his commanding a 
ship that took part in the invasion 
of Southern France. 

After a year with the Boston & 
Maine; Clarence went to work for 
the Eastern Steamship Company. 
That company used to operate 
coastwise steamships between 
the ports of New England and to 
Nove Scotia and New York City. 
All that, of course stopped when 
World War II came along. 

In the invasion of Southern 
France, in August 1944, he was in 
command of a ship which was in 
the easterly flank of the invasion 
fleet. His shep went in near 
Cannes, which is near the Prin- 
cipality of Monoco. 

The writer of this story (also of 
the Class of 1928) was in com- 
mand of a ship that went in at St. 
Raphael, which is to be described 
as being in the center of the line of 
the invasion fleet. He was about 
30 miles to the west of the ship 
that Clarence commanded. The 
writer’s ship carried soldiers of 
the First Moroccoan Division, 
soldiers who were called Goumes 
and who carried a small curved 
knife in their sword belt which 
was very effective weapon. 

Neither Clarence nor the writer 
knew of the presence of the other 
person.

Possibly a story might be 
written someday 6f the life of 
Clarence Putnam, who most 
certainly grew up in modest 
circumstances. It could be en- 
titled: “From Railway Clerk to 
Shipmaster, or How I Finally 
Paid for that Chrysler.” 

He and Kathleen spend their 
summers at Lake Sunapee, New 
Hampshire, and live in 
Wakefield. 

Bernice Dame Reeve, the lady 
who arranged the luncheon, lives 
in Ontario with her husband, and 
has a winter home in Ellenton, 
Florida. 

Kenneth Carey, also of the 
Class of 1928, and Kathleen's 
brother, now lives in Lincoln, 
Rhoad Island. He and Mrs. Casey 
were at the luncheon. 

Raymond Swain now lives in 
Rhode Island. A retired elec- 
trician, he can better be 
described as having been a 
travelling electrician. He had 
worked both in Portuguese and 
Spanish speaking countries 

Alice Hathaway Dillaway, now 
of Waltham, is a person known to 
more than a few Wilmington 
residents. Alice lived, in her 
girlhood, in what is now called the 
Harnden Tavern and it was her 
ancestors who owned that place 
when it was a station in the Un- 
derground Railroad of pre Civil 
War days. Alice has written a 
history of the old tavern, back to 
its beginning, which is to be found 
in the Wilmington Library. 

‘She was one of three classmates 
who did the ~telephoning and 
writing to organize the reunion 
and luncheon. The others were 
Kathleen Casey Putnam and 
Everett Doucette. 

Everett, who was known as 
“Vitty” now lives in Woburn. He 
has many relatives in 
Wilmington, one of whom is 
Bobby who was president of 
Rotary last year. 

Some who were present had 
been in the Class of 1928 but did 
not graduate, principally because 
they left Wilmington to go to other 
schools. 

One such person was Marion 
Content, now Marion Content 
Perkins of Sanford, Maine. 
Another was Marjorie Vogt 
Collins who lives on Parker 
Avenue in Tewksbury. A third 
was the writer who, when the 
class was graduating, was ser- 
ving in the Arctic waters near 
Iceland. 

There were no speeches. If 
there were any one would have 
been either by or about Eddie 
Manning: 

Five members of the Class of 


1928 went to Harvard University. 
Wilmington High School, at that 
time, had a scholastic standing 
that meant that a graduate could 
enter Harvard without having to 
take entrance examinations. 
Eddie was one of the five who 
entered Harvard. 

Eddie as a boy lived in the big 
house overlooking Glen Road 
where Mrs. Bliss lives today. He 
was a scholar. He went on to 
eventually become a superin- 
tendent of schools. 

After graduating from Harvard 
he became a member of the 
Wilmington School Committee, in 
1933. Thereby hangs a couple of, 
tales. 

It is to be believed that he was 
the youngest person, up to that 
time, to be elected to a major 
public office in Wilmington. 
There is an interesting (sort of) 
sidelight to that election. 

Eddie was sponsored by the 
writer's father, Peter Neilson, 
who had served on the school 
committee for many years. A 
person, not to be named in this 
story, was induced to run against 
Eddie. It was because Eddie 


attended St. Thomas Church, 


This caused those who were 
working for Eddie's election to 
work harder, and he was handily 
elected. It is one of the few in- 
stances in the modern history in 
Wilmington where

prejudice can be shown to have 
existed. 

Those who attended the lun- 
cheon agreed that it might be nice 
to present the next high school 
graduation, next summer. It will 
be 55 yers after the Class of 1928 
graduated. There are few high 
school classes after 50 years who 
have as great a percentage of the 
class still living as that of 
Wilmington High School, 1928 

The writer was fortunate in 
being seated beside Kay Croteau 
Rivers of Stoneham, Katherine 
was for many years a registered 
nurse, working in Winchester 
Hospital. In a shy way-she was 
one of the charmers of the Class 
of 1928. 

Violet Taylor Stewart, now of 
Canaan, New Hampshire and her 
brother Ernie Taylor were two 
with whom the writer got little 
chance to talk. Ernie lives in 
Clearwater, Florida, and every 
six years or so is a visitor to his 
old home town. 

Charles Thornton, another of 
the five who went to Hrvard 
became a professir of biology at 
the University of Michigan. He is 
now deceased. Two others who 
have passed on are Carroll 
Kadlec and Donald Woodside. 

Claude Thompson, another of 
the Harvard Five, is a dentist, 
living in Milton. He could not 
attend because of business 

Alexander (Sandy) Mitchell 
(quiet spoken Sandy) was another 
of the Harvard Five. He is at 
present a resident of the State of 
Maine. 

Alden Eames still lives in 
Wilmington, but is, it is said, quite 
ill. He was not present. 

Alden was a member of the 
Class of 1928 who saw the most 


Guinea in early World War II to 
repel the Japanese who had 
landed on the north side of that 
island, Major Alden Eames was 
‘one of those who was there. The 
troops fought, over the Owen 
Stanley mountains and down to 
the jungles on the north shore 
where he became infected with 
malaria and had to be invalided 
out of the army. He taught school 
for many years in Massachusetts 
communities after he recovered. 
One of whom the writer knows 
nothing, nor did anyone else, it 
seems was Joseph Goldberg.

School re 


Writing an article on the 
reorganization of schools in 
Wilmington is a somewhat dif- 
ficult task, the reason being an 
inability to zone in on one plan, 
since a decision has not yet been 
made on which plan Wilmington 
will use. 

The four basic plans being 
considered are as follows: Plan I, 
K-6 elementary, 7-8 junior high 
and 9-12 high school; Plan II, K-5 
elementary, 6-8 middle school and 
912 high school; Plan III, K-8 
elementary and 9-12 high school; 
Plan IV, K-6 elementary, 7-9 
middle school and 10-12 high 
school. 

Any of these plans can work and 
work well, depending on the 
circumstances in which they 
must operate and the way in 
which they are implemented. the 
committees investigating these 
plans have found towns with 
school systems utilizing each plan 
with much success. 

The question is, which plan is 
best for Wilmington? 


Wilmington police officers 
responded to seven accidents last 
week, made nine arrests and 
quieted 16 disturbances.

re-organization plans studied __ 


If money were. the most im- 
portant criteria on which to 
judge, we would have to say that 
Plan II (6-8 middle school) is the 
best for Wilmington. This plan 
calls for closing one school and 
some dramatic curriculum 
changes, since Wilmington has 
never used a middle school 
concept 

Conversely, Plan III (K-8 
elementary) would be least 
desirable under this criteria 
because it would involve a 
tremendous amount of necessary 
equipment as well as building 
modification 

If the least amount of 
curriculum change and student 
disruption were -of utmost im- 
portance, we would say Plan I (K- 
6 elementary) the status quo plan 
would be chosen. This would 
mean that the Swain School 
should remain open or another 
school re-opened in its place. A 
status quo plan without the Swain 
or a comparable facility would 
provide a disproportionate 
Student - teacher ratio at this

For the contemplative, there are rocking chairs on the long 
front porch. For the energetic, a natural swimming pond, 
tennis and shuffleboard courts, and a game room with bil- 
liards and table tennis have been provided.

stripped off the bark, pounded them 
with water and soaked them to make 
sponges," she said.

Chewing sticks or-Sponges are 
actually toothbrush and toothpaste 
in one. They're inexpensive and 
disposable after each use. And some 
kinds are definitely preferred over 
others. 

Through’ trial and error over 
centuries, a few favorites have 
emerged from the roughly 200 
known species used far chewing 
sticks. Often most popular are those 
that do the best job and wind up in 
the markets. But there are other 
preferences, too. Women like the 
softer, sweeter chewing sticks; men, 
the harder, more bitter tasting ones. 

Nso kodua and tweapea are the 
sticks of choice in Ghana, where Dr. 
Elvin-Lewis did most of her 
research, With support from the 
National Geographic Society, she 
and her botanist husband, Dr.

The low tooth decay rate among 
Africans has generally been at 
tributed to diet. “Partially it’s diet, 
but that’s not the whole thing. When 
you start looking at it, the retention 
of teeth into adulthood among the 
populations that use some of these 
sticks is very high. So we're saying 
that they're possibly a good thing 
too,"’ Dr. Elvin-Lewis said.

‘The widespread use of chewing 
sticks in some parts of Africa, Asia 
and the Middle East has its roots in 
Islam.

The Moslems never adopted the 
toothbrush invented by the Chinese 
because its bristles were pig hairs, a 
taboo animal. With the development 
of synthetic bristles, many modern 
Moslems have switched to tooth- 
brushes. But ritualistic chewing 
stick use is still carried on in the 
mosques of Mandalay, Burma 
fresh sticks are distributed before 
the services for use five times a day 
at prayers.

World-renowned Lake Tahoe — the sky-blue, mountain-girt 
body of water that straddles the California-Nevada border 
has been given a new lease on life. 

So have efforts to mesh scientific research with the political 
process to preserve precious natural areas. say participants in a 
procedure that culminated in an agreement aimed al preserving 
‘Tahoe's famous clarity 

For Dr. Charles Goldman of the University of California at 
Davis, the Aug. 26 decision of the Tahoe Regional Planning 
‘Agency was the payoff on 23 years of devoted research 
Limnologist Goldman, director of the Tahoe Research Group, 
says deterioration of the lake environment has become more 
rapid in recent years. Algal growth has become “exponential 
he explains, and the prized transparency of Tahoe's water is 
being lost at a rate of one-half meter a year 

Strong resistance — especially by Nevada members of the 
planning agency — to putting strictures on building and other 
environmentally risky activities finally gave way to Goldman's 
warning, based on scientific data, that Tahoe is fast becoming 
“an ordinary lake."

Pending bills would move sons, daughters of US 
servicemen to head of line for immigration

‘The United States is about to pay ~ at 
least in part ~ a debt of conscience to 
Amerasian children in four countries 
Congress is expected to enact, this fall or 
early next year, a law that will apen the im 
migration gates for thousands of young peo- 
ple fathered and abandoned by Americans 
in Vietnam, Thailand, Laos, and Korea 
For years a number of individuals and 
groups in the United States have struggled 
with the problem of what to do about these 
children, mostly the offspring of US service- 
men. Organizations like the Pearl S. Buck 
Foundation have encountered little diffi- 
culty (where Asian governments cooper- 
ated) in finding homes for Amerasian tots 
But for those children of mixed parentage 
who grew into their teens — often under de- 
moralizing circumstances in their 
“home” countries, finding sponsors in the 
United States is much more difficult 
At best, say those who have worked on 
the problem, governments of most of the 
countries involved have been indifferent to 


Huey Johnson, California secretary for 
natural resources, hailed the new environ- 
mental standards as ‘‘a monumental victory" 
because It requires that scientific evidence be 
used when determining bow much develop- 
ment may take place in the basin.

The aspirations of two young Amerasians 


Novato, Calif. 


‘Alexis and Demny are vot your typical suburban gardeners. But these two Amerasian 
youths and three others, all from Korea, have produced a bountiful harvest of corn, beams, 
tomatoes, peppers, squash, and beets on the 3’; acres behind the house on McClay Road. 

‘The produce serves two purposes, explains Mrs. R. C. Stone, who has worked for many 
years on behalf of children fathered by Americans in Asian countries. The garden, she says, 
is a means of bringing some of these young people { this country temporarily on agricul- 
tural visas — if student visas cannot be obtained. It also has enabled them to show their 
appreciation for US efforts to help them by providing vegetables to the St. Anthony Dining 
Room, which feeds indigent people in San Francisco. 

‘The young men living here would like to stay in the United States and become citizens. If 
and when legislation pending in Congress is passed, their prospects of doing so will be vastly 
increased. All are enrolled in a local high schoo! this fall. After completing high school, they 
hope to enter Marin Community College or some other institution. 

‘Alexis (Kwang Man) Orioff is a tall 19-year-old. His slightly Asian features are marked 
by sparkling eyes and a self-confident smile. He was raised in Busan, Korea, with an 
Amerasian sister and brother. Alexis makes clear he does not want to return to Korea. Next 
year he wants to enter college and study to be an aeronautical engineer. 

Deany Lee is almost 18. Slight, fair, with reddish hair, be could walk unnoticed through 
Irish South Boston. He is a high schoo! sophomore this fall. He lived with his Korean mother 
and American father until he was five; then, his father went back to the US. Living in 
extreme poverty, he was forced to drop out of school and take a menial restaurant job. His 
reserve is matched only by his quiet determination to become an American citizen.

France established the Federation for the 
Welfare of French Children of Indochina 
(Federation des Oeuvres des Enfants

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“Cole” a life history with ridiculous banter

‘There can be no disputing the fact 
that Cole Porter was a fascinating 
man with a life worthy of dedicating 
a musical to, but the approach taken 
in the Boston production of “Cole,” 
now playing at the Charles 
Playhouse through October 10, isn't 
the way to doit. 

Porter, the wildly popular and 
famous composer (‘‘Let's Do It," “I 
Get A Kick Out Of You," “It's De- 
Lovely") whose work spanned six 
decades, lived the good life, and his 
every move was closely watched by 
his followers. 

It would seem that a life such as 
this would be quite conducive to an 
entertaining musical tribute 
which is what ‘Cole’ is being 
called. 

However, what is presented is a 
chronological collection of Porter's 
music, a multi-image presentation 
of scenes from Porter's life (I had 
thought that we'd finally gotten 
away from all of that glorified home 


movie stuff), and eight singer- 
dancers who inanely recollect 
Porter's life history with 


ridiculously banal banter. 

Whether it is or not, this appears 
to be a low-budget operation in 
which the authors (we are told only 
that this production has been 
“devised” by Alan Strachan and 
Benny Green) felt that by stringing 
together a collection of Porter's 
music they'd have a successful 
attraction

Computers to the rescue? 


By JAMES V. HEALION 

DANBURY, Conn. (UPI) — 
Benjamin Franklin started the 
Postal Service more than 200 years 
ago and the first thing he did was 
speed delivery, which the service is 
still trying to do today 

He was appointed in 1755 to 
establish a postal system so His 
Majesty's colonial soldiers could get 
mail from home. Five years later in 
1760, he returned a surplus from 
operations 

‘The service expects to duplicate 
Franklin's first feat with its new 
computerized mail sorters that are. 
able to read 36,000 typed or hand 
printed addresses an hour. Whether 
it will ever accomplish the second in 
this day and age remains to be seen. 

‘The first “Optical Character 
Reader" — or “OCR” — that does 
the speed reading was the leader in 
a line of 126 being built in Danbury 
by>)Pitney Bowes for the Postal 
Service at a cost of $100 million. It is 
already on its way to Los Angeles. 

OCRs can't read addresses in 
handwriting and are thus free to 
concentrate almost exclusively on 
business mailers that generate 82 
percent of the 110 billion pieces of 
letter mail the Post Office handles 
annually 

Advocates of the OCRs say they 
will be able to sort mail virtually 
into the postman's pouch if Congress 
approves the digit ZIP Code in 
1983. But the lawmakers told them 
last year they will have to do their 
show-and-tell routine on the Sdigit 
system before Congress considers 
ZIP-plus-4. 

Banks have been using similar 
high-speed scanners for years to 
process checks, That's why there's 
not the lag there used to be for 
customers who write checks and 
then try to cover them. But for the 
Postal Service an OCR to facilitate 
automation seems to be the biggest 
thing to hit it since adhesive stamps 
were introduced in 1847. 

The OCRs take the service from 
breaking mail down manually 
beyond the computerized Letter 
Sorting Machines or ‘““LSM’s" that 
now shove envelopes in front of 
console operators in what by con- 
trast seems to be slow motion.

“I'm sure it's gooing to succeed. 
‘There’s nothing great and novel 
about the idea of coding mail. It’s 
done abroad and it’s been done here 
on an experimental basis,” said 
Fred Allen, chief executive officer 
of Pitney Bowes, which has its 
headquarters in Stamford. “It's just 
using the technology that's 
available to speed up the handling of 
the mail.”

If the Post Office is able to deliver 
on its promise to speed delivery for 
business mail, it may augur well for 
residential mail users. But if home 
“computers keep increasing and 
postal rates do too, a lot of people 
might sit down at their terminals to 
send the Postal Service a final 
message: Goodbye. 

Pitney Bowes engineer Robert 
Pascal and Dr. Fred Zucker, the 
firm's technical ace, crammed 
three years of work into 14 months in 
developing the OCR with Elsag, a 
firm in Genoa, Italy. Allen, their 
boss, called company efforts in 
meeting the deadline, "Fantastic 

Pascal said they had some help 
from their Stamford colleagues of 


Italian extraction who were able to 
convert the Elsag drawings from 
Italian and metric into English and 
inches 


Pitney Bowes had to modify the 
Elsag drawings of the OCR to match 
U.S. standards. Eure OCR's 
read mail that’s light and thin while 
“Americans,” Zucker said, “‘stuff a 
quarter-inch of material into an 


xD envelope and think nothing of it 


‘The first OCR was built at Pitney 
Bowes’ facility in Danbury and 
relays of Postal Service supervisors 
were trained in its use. It was 
shipped over-the-road in early 
September to the Los Angeles post 
office. The second is headed for a 
service training center in Norman.

When mail arrives at a post office. 
an OCR will cull out all the hand: 
written stuff for manual sorting and 
put the rest into a feeder.

‘Then it will print a bar code on the 
bottom of the envelope — similar to 
that on goods bought in super- 
markets — and identify the area 
address with the ZIP for sorting, the 
first of many available steps. 

‘The OCR also can read descrip- 
tive addresses. If somebody types 

‘Windy City” instead of Chicago. 
for example, it's set up to send it 


smartly along its 
destination without 
blinking an eye. 

‘The LSM’s in use now can break 
the mail down 277 ways in one pass 
already, according to one expert 
Eventually, with additions to the 
OCR and an expanded ZIP Code 
business mail could be sorted down 
to a particular side of a street 
building, and even to a building 
floor. If the receiving company 
supplied an extra digit on its end, it 
could almost go into the inter-office

It's also possible a spinoff for 
Pitney Bowes would be the devising

“We're looking at it 
Pitney Bowes said. “A machine 
specially designed for the Post 
Office could become a commercial 
product. We haven't defined it 
exactly," he said. 

‘The Postal Service is competing 
with private companies, like 
General Telephone and Electronics 
(GTE) or Telemet and Telemail. for 
the business dollar.

athletes from

The sound of field hockey sticks smacking the ball up and 
down the artificial turf carries over the ambient roar of the 
game 

It’s the Canadians, in red, against the US, in blue. at the 
United States Olympic Training Center here. 

There isn’t much in the way of spectators on this overcast 
late-summer morning. although a handful of Canadian 
basketball players who have dropped by between practices 
go through a chorus of cheers for their compatriots 

But it’s business as usual at the home of the United States 
Olympic Committee in Colorado Springs, the city becoming 
known as the amateur sports capital of the country, like the 
ancient Olympia of Greece. 

As befits an amateur sports organization, the Olympic 
committee has proved to be a prize whose value lies in 
prestige and public relations, rather than a great rush of cold 
cash. But the potential economic value ts not being 
overlooked, either. 

‘The Olympic complex here, opened in 1977, was givena 
big boost by the federal Amateur Sports Act of 1978. This law 
passed by Congress in the afterglow of the national triumphs 
at the Montreal games, was intended to disentangle the 
jurisdictional flaps that had plagued amateur athletics in this 
country for some years. The US Olympic Committee was 
established as the central coordinating body for US amateur 
sports, and each Olympic and Pan-American sport was to 
have its own national governing body. 

It was then evident that the committee's headquarters in 
New York City was too small, so the hunt was on for a new 
home. 

Like athletes training for a gold medal that only one of 
them can win, cities around the country started campaigning 
to win the committee. 

Long-time community booster aid winter-sports patron 
‘Thayer Tutt of the famous Broadmoor Hotel says the victory 
for Colorado Springs was not easy. Despite the city’s central 
geographic location and high altitude. ideal for training, 
“there was resistance from all sides." Each of the national 
governing bodies had to be courted individually 

The Olympic committee received from the city. first on a 
rental basis and then as an outright gift, 4 acres that until a 
few years before had been Ent Air Force Base, headquarters 
of the North American Air Defense Command. 

And so it is that in a clump of unostentatious made-over 
military buildings where the US Air Force once tracked 
Soviet satellites, the national governing bodies of each

The US Olympic Committee's move to a high-altitude home takes the breath away from gold-medal aspirants 


amateur sport in the Olympics are mapping out their future. 

Fourteen of them have their headquarters there; two 
more have offices elsewhere in town. There are 37 national 
governing bodies in all, and another two or three of them are 
expected to be added soon. 

‘The office space, computer access, utilities, and other 
services the Olympic committee provides to the 14 resident 
governing bodies are estimated to total $+ million a year. One 
of the amenities ts an on-site air-ticketing office, courtesy of 
a corporate sponsor. The free office space enables the 
governing bodies to use their money for other things, and 
course it’s a great convenience to have so many sports 
headquartered in one place. 

Some 10,000 athletes a year come to the training center. 
including many from overseas, according to spokesman 
G. Robert Paul. Bob Mathias, two-time Olympic decathlon 
champion, is the center's director. The athletes’ national 
governing bodies, or governments, pay their travel costs: the 
Olympic committee ~ to the tune of some $15.50a day per 
athlete, covers room, board, facilities, training. and so forth 

It’s a no-frills experience, but to the athletes it's worth it 
One of the more interesting intensive-training projects made 


possible by the center was having the US women's volleyball 
team in residence for three years before the 1980 Olympics, 
in which, unfortunately, they were nét able to participate. 

US amateur sports still need more facilities, “We need an 
Olympic hall of fame and a winter sports complex for 
training for speed skating, ice hockey, and figure skating,” 
says Thayer Tutt, He expects they will be built in Colorado 
Springs — although nationally there is some feeling that 
another center should be built in the East. 

‘The Natichal Sports Festival, brainchild of Robert Kane, 
a former Olympic committee president, has been another 
important development for the training center. Launched 
here in 1978 as a showcase for amateur athletics in non- 
Olympic years, the festival was répeated in 1979, when it 
helped rescue a tourist season blighted by that year's 
gasoline price hikes. The festival went on the road for its next 
two editions: to Syracuse, N.Y., in 1981 and to Indianapolis 
this past July 

Olympic committee spokesman Mike Moran says the 
festival brought some 250,000 people and some $7.4 million to 
Indianapolis. The festival returns to Colorado Springs in 
1983. — Ruth Walker
